S.R.O. 272 .— In exorcise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby malcos the 
following rules further to amend the Navy Class III (Non-Industrial Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1972, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Navy Class III-(Non-Industrial Posts) Recruitment (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication m the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Navy Class IK (Non- Industrial Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1972, — 

(a) in the entries against Serial No. 67 relating to the post of Master Grade I,—

S.R.O. 273,— Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Cantonment Fund Servants Rules, 1937 were published 
as required by sub-section (1) of Section 280 of the Can- 
tonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) in the Gazette of India 
Part n Section 4 dated the 24th March, 1975, with the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Defence No. S.R.O. 140 dated the 5th April, 1975 inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected till the expiry of the sixtieth day from the dale of 
publication of the said notification in the Official Gazette ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 5th April, 1975; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
with respect to the said draft by the Central Government ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 280 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Cantonment 
Fund Servants Rules, 1937, namely : 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Cantonment Fund 
Servants (Amendments) Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette.

2. In the Cantonment Fund Servanti Rules, 1937,— 

(i) for SLib-imle (6), of rule 5-C, the following shall be 

substituted, namely 

(6) Leave salary due to a servant transferred under 
this rule and the contribution to provident fund 
to be credited in favour of such servant under 
clause (a) of sub-rule (2) of rule 39 shall be 
borne by the transferee Board subject to the 
condition that the transferor Board shall be liable 
to reimburse the transferee Board to the extent 
of proportionate shar-e of leave salary and contri- 
bution to Provident Fund including Honus due 
to The servant on the basis of the length of service 
rendered by him to the transferor Board. 

(ii) to sub-rule (2) of rule 42, the following proviso shall 

be added, namely : — 


“Provided (hat the Executive Ofiiccr may, in cases 
of extreme urgency and for reasons to be re- 
corded in writing, sanction the payment of a 
second advance to a depositor in addition to the 
advance sanctioned under sub-rule (1).”
